Captain Henrique Carlos Malta Galvao, who seized the liner. 
‘Santa Maria and declared it “the first liberated piece of 


Portuguese territory,” has several 


times 


furthered the 


rebel cause by carrying out daring and woll-timed actions 
which have embarrassed the government of Dr : Antonio 


‘Salazar. 


Ten years ago—when he was still a member of the Portuguese National 
Assembly—he told the Assembly of the slave-like conditions that exist- 
ed in Portuguese Angola. . 


The Government, which had 
earlier suppressed a report on 
Angola, which Galvao had writ- 
ten, was forced to take notice 
of world-wide concern which 
followed his disclosurcs. 3 

When the outcry had died 
down, Salazar took: his revenge. 

Gaivao wus orrested and, in 
1953, sentenced to three yeurs’ 
Imprisonment for subversion, 

In 1958, while he was. still in 
preventative detention, he was 
tried again on 13 charges which 
included subversion, incitement 
to revolt, and defamation of the 
authorities. He was sentenced 
to 16 years’ Imprisonment. 

“Beeause of poor health, he 
was. transferred to a Lisbon 
hospital where security police 
kept a round-the-clock guard. 

Then, one night early In 1959, 
he bundled clothing under his 
blanket to make it look as If he 
were still in bed, and made hls 
escape unseen. 


FOOLED THE POLICE 

Disguised as a deliveryman, 
and carrying a crate of frult, 
Galvao walked into the Argen- 
tine embassy in Lisbon and ask- 
eq for political asylim. 

Once inside the embassy and 
his appeal for asylum granted, 
he suggested—he has always 
had an Impish sense of humour 
-—that the fruit might be sent 
outside to the security police us 
some measure of consolation, 

An embassy official escorted 
Galvao to Lisbon airport, where 
he boarded on Argentine air- 
liner. : 2 

Later he joined up with Gen- 
cral Humberto Delgado, former 
Poriuguese leader (in the 1943 
Portuguese election when Del- 
gado was allowed as an “¢ex- 
ovriment" to stand as oppasi- 
tlon cundidaic, he shocked Saln- 
zur by winning nearly a quarter 
of the votes) who Is said to have 
master-mined the Santa Maria 
upcration from Brazil. 


QUIET BUT TOUGH 

Galvao ig now 65, a quict- 
spokcn man with a tougia 
manner which bespeaks a Lfe~ 
time of struggle and respon- 
sibility. 

In his late teens he tock up a 
career in the Army. He served 
in Afrlea, beeume Governor of 


| the province of Huila, in Angola, 


and Jater was appointed Scnior 
Incpcelor of Overseas Verrl- 
tories and clected to the 
National Assemb!y as depuly 
for Angola. At cne time he was 
one of the staunchest supporters 
of the Salazar regime. 

Ile took part In the move- 
ment. of May, 1926, which 
paved {he way for Dr Salazar's 
dietatorship, 

All the time he followed the 
Salazar line he Hved a comf{ert- 
able Bfe wlth his wife in a 
splendid house in Lisbon.

If these figures are compared 
with those released by Russia—

“Forcign mills, buitt in many 
cases with funds obtained 
through our foreign alq pro- 
grammes, ore as modern as our 
own," it said, “In addition 
labour costs amount to only a 
fractlon of the cost of labour In 
this country and forelgn manu- 
facturers have access to low- 
priced materials, The com- 
bination of these factors pre- 
sents a threat that can no longer 
be ignored.”
